PITTSBURGH. April 24. — Based 
on experimental research, a pro­ 
gram is being mapped out here to 
restore the natural beauty of urban 
communitive by bringing back trees, 
decorative plants and shrubs that 
have been driven out by smoke and 
other polution In the air of the 
typical city. 
The information being gathered 
in the attem pt to effect the return 
of verdant decoration includes not 
only data on species that are able 
to resist air pollution, but also the 
latest knowledge on the treatm ent 
and scrubbing of the foliage 
in 
general. 
T he studies are 
being 
conducted at the Mellon Institute 
of Industrial Research. 
Spraying Process Used 
Now entering its third yejir. the 
institute's experiments In the field 
of counteracting dam age done to 
plants by smoke are in charge of 
L. B. Sisson, industrial fellow. The 
method he has developed includes 
periodic spraying of the plants with 
a solution of purr soap water and 
a natural detergent, such as cal­ 
gon. 
“ An attem pt is now being made 
to work up a body of information, 
based on 
experiments, 
that 
will 
bring trees, shrubs and decorative 
plant* back into smoky cities.” Sis­ 
son said, 
“ [.ast year the Missouri 
Botanical garden at St. Louis rec­ 
ommended four trees that appear 
able to resist polluted atmosphere. 
They include the chinaberry, Jap ­ 
anese Yew. ginkgo, and oriental 
plane.” 
The last named, also known aa 
the sycamore, was used in recon­ 
structing a mid town 
New 
York 
park last year, when several of the 
tree.8, obtained at an approximate 
cost of HOO etch, were planted 
there. 
This summer, C. W. F4eatty, ex­ 
tension forester at Oglebay Insti­ 
tute, Wheeling, W. Va., will try 
out Jersey scrub pine for observa­ 
tion of smoke effects in that ctty* 
Dr. O. E. Jennings, head of the 
botany departm ent st the Univer­ 
sity of 
Pittsburgh, 
has 
already 
made observations on the thriving 
growth of tile hawthorne and elder 
berry varieties in the smoky Cleve­ 
land area. 
Work Already Started 
Sisson's method for combatting 
the effects of sm oke on plants bas 
been used on several types of out 
door and 
indoor evergreens, 
in­ 
cluding such plants as blue spruce, 
taxus, juniper and 
rhododendron 
Already initial spring scrubbing of 
broad leaf evergreens and other 
plants that have carried their foli­ 
age through th e winter and are 
coated with smoke grime, has been 
started. 
“ Kapedal importance attaches to 
early scrubbing of ‘black overcoats’ 
of tarry, acidic soot off the leaves 
of evergreens.” Siason pointed out. 
•'The short-wave ultra-violet radi­ 
ation cannot penetrate a film of 
.smoke deposit adhering to the leaf 
and the plant is therefore partly 
or wholly unable to feed. 
Plants 
can he scrubbed by hand or with 
a power spray and given an early 
start toward new growth and flow­ 
ering.”

Rut the greatest defense against 
infantile paralysis is the recent de­ 
velopment of a vaccine. 
This was 
first made In the laboratories of 
the departm ant of health of Ntw 
York City. 
Much remains to be 
accomplished before the vaccine Is 
entlrsly perfscted. but It Is hopsd 
thst It may protect children and 
adults from th* avll affect of In 
fantlla paralysis. 
Know Symptoms 
Until this 
vaccine la perfected 
and generally used, it Is important 
for everyone to be familiar with 
the first signs of the disease. Early 
recognition, with prompt isolation 
of all cases of Infantile paralysis. 
I* at present 
our 
moat effective 
measure of preventing the spread 
of the disease, 
This aliment may afflict adults 
but It usually attacks children be­ 
tween the age* of two and seven 
years. 
As a ruts it starts with a 
fever and perhaps resembles a case 
of simple sore throat and cold. 
T his,la the mild form of Infan­ 
tile paralysis 
It may only last for 
a few days. All the symptoms dis­ 
appear without any permanent 111 
affects. Unfortunately, not all esses 
are of the mild type.

O ther foods, such as cheese, bacon, 
eggs, fruit, leafy vegetables 
and 
foods of strong odor may be placed 
in the least cool section. 
T he old fashioned ice box was 
generally regarded as a summer ue- 
ceesity. 
Now 
It has been shown 
th at family health 
demands the 
guardianship of a good refrigerator 
the year round, In winter as well 
as sum mer. 
T he electric refrigerator can he 
depended upon to keep food# fresh 
aud sweet for many days, even for 
weeks; it is possible to keep on 
hand much larger stocks of the 
more perishable foods without the 
danger of spoilage and of waste. 
Fresh fruits or 
vegetable 
salads 
may appear in the twinkling of an 
eye; jellied salads or desserts may 
he prepared, aud chilled to the ne­ 
cessary firm ness, 
all 
within an 
hour, if the mold is placed directly 
below the freezing unit. 
Dainty or 
filling sandwiches, aa the occasion 
may demand, 
may be 
prepared 


freezing com partm ents wash with 
lukewarm w ater to which soda is 
added. W ipe with a cold dry cloth. 
Because of the slightly drier air 
resulting from the collection and 
freezing of m oisture on the chilling 
unit, it Is necessary to cover most 
foods, except uncooked m eats aud 
foods having their own covering, 
such as eggs. Leafy vegetables will 
keep for a week or longer in a 
closed container, but waxed paper 
will 
efficiently 
preserve 
other 
foods. It is im portant, too, to re­ 
m em ber that foods which do not 
need refrigeration should not he 
placed there, such as canned foods, 
raw potatoes, and many fruits such 
as apples, figs, dates, etc., as val­ 
uable space is thereby wasted. 
It is fine to know that foods can 
be preserved so perfectly 
under 
refrigeration hut many advise not 
stocking up to the point of over­ 
crowding the refrigerator ahelves.

A brief history of the develop­ 
ment of electric power and service 
in East Liverpool reveals that, un 
til 189$, the city 
was forced to 
struggle along without fbi* source 
of energy and light. 
It wa* Dec. 22 of that year that 
East Liverpool 
granted its first 
franchise, perm itting the operation 
of an electric light and power com 
pany within its limits. Patterned 
after the first electric power plant, 
built in New York City in 1*92 by 
Thomas Edison, the first electrical 
plant here wa* located at what wa* 
then Pink and Mulberry alleys, in 
the East End. 
The equipment consisted of two 
mac hine*, designed to provide cur­ 
rent for arc light*; one steam en­ 
gine and two coal-flred boilers. The 
distribution system was eomplet- 
ed In 1*87, and wa* routed over 
W ashington street, from Second to 
S in h streets, west on Sixth street 
to Market street, south on Market 
to Second street, and east on Sec 
ond to the power plant. 
New Plant Costructed 
Ae far ae is known, this plant 
served only street lights and a f«n 
arc lights in some of the comaier- 
cial establishment*. As the com­ 
munity grew, the service wa* ex­ 
tended and it wa* inefficient and 
costly to operate, 
in comparison 


with modern po a e r pU ait. 
The 
rate wa* high, and with the peak 
toad coming between 
da*k 
and 
midnight, the service often failed. 
The old plants dem onstrated the 
results of isolation. 
Today East 
Liverpool is protected from five 
sources through 
connection with 
power lines from 
five 
different 
power plants a t various points, lf 
one source fails, another it imme­ 
diately placed in use and it is al­ 
most impossible to cut off the city's 
power supply. 
Frequent 
Interruptions 
Many time* on Satuiday n ig h ts .,^ ^ serving* 
when the peak load reached a maxi , 
mum, the old plant* were unable

to m eet the need for power. The 
only way to avoid throwing the 
city into total darkness 
wa* to 
supply the street 
railway

then to divert the power to th e , 
merchant*, so they could soli their 
wares.
